Urges  Teachers  to  Create 
Interest  in  Children’s 
Play  Activities. 

“Children  will  love  a  teacher  who 
can  think  of  things  to  do,"  said  Miss 
Helen  M.  Dauncey,  specialist  from 
the  National  Recreation  Association 
as  she  spoke  on  recreation  at  the 
College  assembly,  Monday,  May  5. 

The  speaker  urged  future  teachers 
to  participate  in  recreational  activi¬ 
ties  and  rhythmic  skills  as  an  aid  in 
creating  in  children  an  interest  in 
activities.  “If  you  get  interest  in 
some  subjects  you  can  get  better  work 
in  others.  When  you  go  out  to  work 
with  human  beings,  little  people  or 
big  people,  the  more  things  you 
know  how  to  do  with  them  the  more 
fun  you  will  get  out  of  your  job  and 
the  more  fun  they  will  have  with 
you.” 

Miss  Dauncey  said  that  it  made 
her  "heart  sick’’  to  visit  schools,  and 
see  the  children  rush  out  on  the  play 
ground  full  of  pent-up  energy  and 
not  have  anything  to  do.  “Teachers 
line  up  against  the  school  building 
wall,  shivering  and  cold,"  she  con¬ 
tinued.  Miss  Dauncey  did  not  blame 
the  teachers  too  much  because”  she 
felt  that  teacher  training  schools  do 
not  provide  teachers  with  enough 
recreational  leadership  instruction. 

The  speaker  defined  recreation  as 
any  leisure  time  activity  which 
brings  joy  and  happiness  and  which 
brings  a  new  zest  to  life.”  She  went 
on  to  say  that  recreation  “should  al¬ 
ways  be  by  personal  choice,”  and 
that  “it  is  most  fitting  when  It 
gives  a  chance  for  personal  effort 
and  participation.” 

Miss  Dauncy  asserted  that  a  good 
recreational  program  should  serve 
all  groups,  and  that  too  much  em¬ 
phasis  has  been  placed  on  the  “teen 
age"  group.  "Teen-agers  need  good 
programs,  but  the  whole  world  has 
gone  overboard  In  singling  them  out 
and  providing  programs  just  for 
thgm,”  she  said. 

“In  the  first  place,”  she  contin¬ 
ued,  “adjective  ‘juvenile’  doesn’t  be¬ 
long  before  delinquency  as  much  as 
before  community  delinquency  or 
parental  delinquency.” 

In  concluding,  Miss  Dauncey  told 
of  the  services  of  the  National  Rec¬ 
reation  Association.  One  of  the 
services  is  a  consultation  bureau. 
“If  you  get  out  in  school  work  and 
realize  that  you  don’t  know  what  to, 
do  but  need  something,  write  for  in¬ 
formation  about  plays,  games,  play¬ 
ground,  etc.  The  Association  offers 
information  on  every  phase  of  rec¬ 
reation,  how  to  start  It,  and  how  to 
develop  it.  Think  in  terms  of  ten 
years  from  now.  There  needs  to  be 
long  term  planning  in  building  a 
recreation  program." 


Pres.  Aleman  of  Mexico 
Honored  in  Kansas  City 

Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  president  of  the 
College,  participated  in  ceremonies 
nt  the  University  of  Kansas  City, 
Wednesday,  May  7,  when  a  special 
convocation  was  held  in  honor  of 
President  Miguel  Aleman  of  the 
United  States  of  Mexico.  As  part 
of  the  ceremonies,  the  Uni¬ 
versity  conferred  an  honorary 
degree  upon  President  Aleman.  The 
Mexican  president’s  address  to  the 
Kansas  City  audience  was  an  im¬ 
portant  feature  of  the  convocation. 

Immediately  following  the  special 
convocation  at  11  a.  m„  Dr.  Jones 
was  guest  at  a  luncheon  given  at  the 
Hotel  Muehlebach  by  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  Kansas  City  in 
honor  of  President  Aleman.  Business, 
professional,  and  civic  leaders  of 
Kansas  city  attended. 

President  Aleman  had  expressed 
a  personal  wish  to  meet  the  heads  of 
various  colleges  and  universities  in 
this  area  upon  his  visit  to  Kansas 
City,  and  Dr.  Decker,  president  of 
the  University  of  Kansas  City,  in 
compliance  with  this  wish,  invited 
many  of  the  college  and  university 
presidents,  including  Dr.  Jones,  to 
participate  In  the  academic  proces¬ 
sion  and  exercises  at  the  special  con¬ 
vocation.

GEOGRAPHY  IS  PRACTICAL 

The  airplane  has  created  a  now  world  geog¬ 
raphy.  Events  since  the  beginning  of  World  War 
II  have  shown  how  illiterate  the  American  public 
is  concerning  the  field  of  geography.  The  world 
has  changed  faster  than  man’s  ideas  have  changed 
with  the  result  that  we  are  having  trouble  keep¬ 
ing  step  with  current  developments.  In  recent 
years,  we  have  learned  some  valuable  lessons,  and 
unfortunately,  some  of  these  have  been  acquired 
the,  hard  way.  It  has  become  evident  that  ecluca-_ 
tors  have  too  long  regarded  geography  as  a  sub¬ 
ject  suitable  for  training  children  in  the  elemen¬ 
tary  grades.  The  belated  discovery  that  geogra¬ 
phy  is  a  practical  study  for  the  adult  has  been  im¬ 
pressed  upon  the  public  during  this-  period  of 
world  crisis,  and  has  led  to  no  little  confusion.  — 
Wood -White,  Missouri  Social  Studies  Bulletin.

At  the  April  23  assembly.  Dr.  John  L.  Harr,  Jeanne  K.  Taylor,  and 
Roger  L.  Wren  presented  to  students  and  faculty  a  group  of  twenty-eight 
resolutions  dealing  with  International  affairs.  These  resolutions  were  the 
results  of  the  Mid-America  College  Congress  held  in  St.  Joseph,  April  11- 
12,  and  sponsored  by  the  National  League  of  Women  Voters.  The  official 
ballot  and  tabulation  is  printed  below. 

Group  I.  Control  of  Armaments  and  Preservation  of  Peace. 
Wc  recommend: 

The  principle  of  a  democratic  form  of  world  government 
predicated  on  the  substitution  of  a  three-fourths  major¬ 
ity  vote  in  lieu  of  the  veto  power. 

Atomic  world  authority. 

Immediate  organization  of  adequate  international  police 
force. 

World  disarmament  and  limitation  and  control  of  world 
armaments. 

Prohibition  of  conscription  and  compulsory  military  train¬ 
ing  in  all  nations. 

Group  II.  Economic  and  Social  Problems. 

Wc  urge  the  consideration  of  tariffs  as  a  matter  of  inter¬ 
national  rather  than  national  concern  and  thereby  en¬ 
dorse  the  reduction  of  tariffs  by  multilateral  agreements 
|>ased  on  reciprocity. 

We  endOse  the  proposed  I.  T.  O.  and  recommend  a  more 
equitable  distribution  of  raw  materials  to  all  nations. 

We  urge  the  necessity  for  workable  agreements  between 
the  two  conflicting  economic  and  social  systems  to  pre¬ 
serve  the  peace. 

Group  III.  Backward  and  Dependent  Peoples. 

With  the  U.  N.'s  approval,  the  United  States  temporarily 
give  these  dependent  peoples  financial,  military,  and 
technical  aid  ONLY  to  promote  a  self-sustaining  economy 
and  political  self  determinism  among  ^the  recipient  peo¬ 
ples. 

That  all  dependent  peoples  be  placed  ultimately  under 
the  control  of  the  U.  N.  Trusteeship  Council. 

That  the  United  States  support  UNESCO  and  continue  to 
implement  its  program  by  augmenting  our  financial  and 
moral  support  in  the  promotion  of  its  aims:  to  afford  op¬ 
portunities  for  study,  travel,  and  the  exchange  of  students 
and  teachers  between  all  countries. 

Establishment  of  an  international  publication  made  ac¬ 
cessible  to  all  people. 

The  interchange  of  students  and  teachers. 

The  relaxation  of  pass-port  restrictions. 

The  adoption  of  a  Bill  of  Human  Rights. 

Group  V.  Peaceful  Settlement  of  International  Disputes. 

That  all  nations  of  the  world  be  compelled  to  submit  to 
the  decisions  of  the  International  World  Court. 

That  the  armed  power  of  the  United  States  be  on  a 
temporary  basis  in  the  hope  that  ultimately  justice 
through  education  may  come  to  supplant  .force  as  a  means 
of  securing  peace. 

That  any  armed  forces  at  the  disposal  of  the  United  Na¬ 
tions  be  used  only  at  the  discretion  of  the  World  Court. 
That  the  veto  power  of  the  Big  Five  be  regarded  as  a  tem¬ 
porary  measure. 

That  the  definition  of  the  word  “Procedural”,  appearing  in 
Chapter  5,  Article  XXVII,  paragraph  2,  be  left  up  to  the 
World  Court. 

That  the  veto  power,  while  in  use,  be  strictly  limited  to 
exclude  cases  applicable  under  the  above  definition. 

That  the  United  States  of  America  adopt  a  policy  which 
will  enable  a  member  of  the  Security  Council  to  vote 
negatively  without  automatically  imposing  the  veto. 

That  the  present  U.  N.  evolve  Into  an  ultimate  form  of 
World  Federal  Government. 

That  the  foreign  policy  of  the  United  States  be  directed 
toward  the  federalization  of  the  United  Nations. 

That  the  foreign  policy  of  the  United  States  be  at  all 
times  consistent  with  the  basic  principles  of  the  Truman 
Doctrine  until  such  time  as  the  United  Nations  will  be 
capable  of  supplanting  independent  action  on  the  part  of 
of  the  various  nations. 

Group  IV.  Human  Rights  and  Civil  Liberties. 

That  the  United  States  lend  its  complete  moral  and  finan¬ 
cial  support  to  the  U.  N.  affiliate,  The  Human  Rights 
Commission,  and  advocate  and  work  toward  the  adoption 
of  an  International  Bill  of  Rights.  Charges  for  direct  and 
obvious  violation  of  the  human  rights  may  be  brought 
against  a  nation  in  the  judiciary  of  the  U.  N. 

That  the  United  States  ratify  and  support  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Refugee  Organization,  revise  its  immigration  quotas 
to  aid  the  refugee  problem,  alter  its  national  origin  basis 
for  immigration  to  provide  for  revised  quotas  under  the 
present  screening  system  and  aid  in  the  transportation 
of  displaced  persons  and  refugees  where  needed. 

Free  communication  of  people  atfd  general  dissemination 
of  information.

On  several  of  the  ballots  notations  had  been  made  by  students.  One 
student  observed  that  he  (or  shei  did  not  feel  qualified  to  vote,  but  did 
express  an  opinion  about  sixteen  of  the  points.  One  of  the  aims  of  the 
meeting  was  to  arouse  hi  students  an  interest  concerning  America’s  for¬ 
eign  policy  so  that  those  who  lack  information  now  will  not  be  laboring 
under  that  satno  handicap  when  they  choose  representatives  to  speak  for 
the  people.  Another  paper  expressed  the"same  idea  by  saying  that  "Un¬ 
til  I  know  what  I  am  working  on  I  cannot  work.” 

Discussions  such  as  those  held  in  this  assembly  can  be  very  helpful 
in  promoting  understanding  of  national  affairs.  Although  the  resolu¬ 
tions  presented  were  received  very  favorably,  some  criticisms  were  written 
which  should  be  considered  as  a  guide  to  future  meetings.  Number  3  of 
Group  III  was  vetoed  on  the  ground  that  It  costs  too  much.  A  pessimis¬ 
tic  note  was  sounded  when  one  parson  declared  flatly  that  none  of  the 
resolutions  will  work  and  another  decided  that  Utopia  was  the-  only  place 
where  these  resolutions  could  be  accepted.  Two  ballots  pointed  out 
that  the  writers  favored  helping  people,  but  not  reactionary  governments 
such  as  the  present  Greek  and  Turkish  governments.  An  additional 
resolution  was  made  "That  the  entire  world  be  run  on  principles  set 
down  in  the  Ten  Commandments  and  Golden  Rule." 

In  answer  to  the  question,  “What  are  backward  and  dependent  peo¬ 
ple?”  Dr.  Harr  asserted  that  according  to  the  United  Nations  Charter 
they  Include  alj,  people  in  former  mandated  areas  under  the  League  of 
Nations.

Professor  Produces  Fruit 
Quicker  Than  Gardeners 

NORMAN,  OKLA.  —  When  the 
home  economics  department  at  the 
University  of  Oklahoma  has  a  scarc¬ 
ity  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  they 
neither  .bemoan  the  fact  nor  con¬ 
template  ,pew  methods  of  cultiva¬ 
tion.  . 

Miss  Laura  A.  Miller,  associate 
professor  of  home  economics,  can 
produce  green  vegetables  and  lus¬ 
cious  looking  fruit  quicker  than  the 
most  expert  gardener.  However,  her 
greenhouse  wonders  are  not  the  suc¬ 
culent  fruit  usually  expected  by 
culinary  experts.  They  are  made  of 
paper  and  paint. 

The  necessity  for  additional  fruit 
arose  when  the  department  was  un¬ 
able  to  secure  wax  reproductions  for 
classroom  display  and  for  use  as 
models  for  dietetics  students  who 
calculate  weight,  vitamin  and  pro¬ 
tein  content  of  fruits  and  vege¬ 
tables. 

Paper  models  by  Miss  Miller  was 
the  answer  to  their  need.  Lighter 
than  their  wax  counterparts,  the 
paper  models  are  also  in  less  dan¬ 
ger  of  being  dropped  and  broken’ 
during  experiments. 


Numerous  veterans  have  made 
inquiry  regarding  their  training 
status  and  have  asked  several 
questions  regarding  supplemental 
certificates  tind  accrued  leave.  Any 
veteran  who  desires  a  supplemental 
certificate  should  arrange  to  see 
Mr.  Lierly,  Training  Officer  here 
at  the  college  at  the  earliest  possi¬ 
ble  date.  A  supplemental  certifi¬ 
cate  is  necessary  for  any  veteran 
that  expects  to  receive  training,  ln 
another  institution  or  on-the-job 
training.  This  request  must  be 
made  by  the  veteran,  through  the 
Training  ’  Officer  of  the  Veterans' 
Administration. 

Any  veteran  who  desires  to  re¬ 
ceive  accrued  leave  should  klso  see 
Mr.  Lierly  and  make  application 
for  this  leave  prior  to  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  his  training.  Any  veteran 
in  training  under  P.  L.  accrues 
leave  at  the  rate  of  2%  days  per 
month,  not  to  exceed  30  days.  If 
the  veteran  elects  to  receive  this 
accrued  leave,  that  amount  of  time 
is  subtracted  from  his  eligible 
training  time.  Under  no  condition 
may  this  leave  be  applied  for  after 
the  veteran  discontinues  his,,  train¬ 
ing.  , 

All  other  veterans  who  plan  to 
discontinue  their  training  for  the 
summer  and  expect  to  re-enter 
training  this,  fall  should  see  Mr. 
Lierly  to  make  this  official  termi¬ 
nation.  Mr.  Lierly  desires  that 
these  veterans  come  to  his  office, 
which  is  Room  119  In  the  Admin¬ 
istration  Building,  between  the 
dates  of  May  15  and  May  20. 

It  will  naturally  be  assumed  that 
ali  veterans  who  do  not  terminate 
their  training  will  plan  to  continue 
in  school  this  summer. 

Veterans  who  have  not  yet  ob¬ 
tained  a  letter  of  eligibility  and 
who  plan  to  enter  training  at  the 
beginning  of  the  summer  term 
should  immediately  make  applica¬ 
tion  for  training  in  the  Veterans 
Administration  Office,  Room  119. 
We  will  be  glad  to  answer  any
